X-  two-fold.  First,  to  thoroughly  acquaint  you  with  the 

lines  of  goods  I  manufacture  and  to  give  you  an  adequate  idea  of  the  progress  that  is  being 
made  in  designing  appliances  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  ;  and  second,  to  impress  upon 
you  the  lamentable  facts  that  there  are  thousands  of  our  best  producing  citizens  who  are 
ruptured,  and  who  year  after  year  are  compelled  to  spend  money  without  obtaining 
permanent  relief.  Another  fact  which  is  even  more  to  be  regretted,  is  that  there  are  a 
very  large  number  of  cases  that  are  being  neglected,  because  the  trial  of  an  inefficient 
Truss  has  discouraged  them  and  faith  is  lost  in  any  representations  that  might  be  made  to 
them  regarding  certain  relief.  With  the  long  and  varied  experience  that  I  have  enjoyed, 
I  feel  how  important  it  is  that  the  Druggist  should  select  the  most  approved  style  of 
Trusses,  an  article  that  he  can  with  confidence  assure  his  people  will  accomplish  all  that 
is  promised  of  it. 

'The  farmer,  perhaps,  suffers  more  from  useless  or  at  the  least  faulty  appliances  than 
any  other  portion  of  the  community.  The  reason  is  quite  simple.  The  innumerable  con¬ 
tortions  of  the  body  during  work  cause  the  displacement  of  the  Truss,  and  until  it  has 
been  readjusted,  the  rupture  is  unprotected.  'The  result  is  that  this  constant  displacing 
and  replacing  enlarges  the  aperture,  and  within  a  few  months  the  Truss  will  not  hold 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions.  This  is  the  usual  history  of  the  Spring  Truss,  the 
rupture  slips  under  the  pad,  and  in  time,  the  consequences  stated  above  will  follow. 


AN  UNFAILING  TRUSS 

Again  referring  to  the  farmer,  it  has  been  my  experience  for  years  that  but  rarely 
does  a  day  pass,  without  a  visit  from  some  of  this  class,  who  tell  me  they  have  been 
obliged  to  abandon  the  farming  pursuit.  Enquiry  soon  discloses  that  a  rupture  and  a 
valueless  Truss  have,  been  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  .So  frequent  are  these  cases  that 
during  one  of  my  trips  to  a  western  city,  no  less  than  nine  called  upon  me  in  the  space  of  an 
afternoon.  Some  had  sold  their  land,  others  had  rented,  and  others  were  about  doing  so. 


My  chief  object  in  referring  to  this  particular  case  is  to  show  the  absolute  necessity  of  pro¬ 
viding  the  afflicted  with  an  article  that  is  unfailing  in  its  discharge  of  duty.  It  was  the 
alarming  increase  of  this  calamity  that  led  me  to  solve  the  difficulty  of  retaining  the  Pad 
in  its  designed  position.  The  experience  of  a  quarter  of  a  century,  assisted  by  an  educa¬ 
tion  received  in  the  best  mechanical  schools  of  Europe  and  the  United  States,  have  resulted 
in  my  surmounting  the  difficulties  over  which  so  many  manufacturers  have  stumbled,  and  1 
can  therefore  to-day  offer  a  Truss  that  has  notits  equal  in  the  world  and  is  almost  infallible  in 
very  truth. 

1  RE  SPIRAL!  SPRING  PAD 

The  chief  advantage  of  this  Pad  is  its  constant  and  never  varying  inward  and  upward 
pressure.  Its  nature  may  be  described  as  practically  adhesive,  when  once  placed  in 
position.  No  motion  or  contortion  of  the  body  displaces  it.  and  so  tenacious  is  it  that 
only  the  hand  can  dislodge  it  from  its  proper  place.  There  is  positively  no  Iriction,  a 
fault  which  is  so  common  with  all  wooden  oval  truss  pads. 

The  “  little  toy  springs  which  are  so  often  offered  to  you,  and  which,  when  a 
breakage  occurs,  are  attended  with  considerable  danger  to  the  wearer,  do  not  appear  in 
the  Spiral  Pad.  'These  “  toy  springs  ”  should  be  carefully  avoided,  not  only  on  account 
of  their  frail  construction,  but  the  inconvenience  that  always  results  when  one  happens  to 
break,  and  these  breaks  are  frequent.  It  may  be  said,  “put  a  new  one  in,"  but  when  the 
farmer  is  at  work  in  the  field  he  is  not  very  likely  to  have  one  in  his  trousers  pocket.  I  he 
traveller  and  visitor  may  meet  with  the  same  misfortune,  and  it  is  very  unlikely  that  a 
supply  of  springs  forms  a  part  of  their  baggage.  Often  times  ere  relief  can  be  admin¬ 
istered,  strangulation  occurs  and  death  itself  is  even  threatened.  The  use  of  the  Spiral 
Pad  is  not  surrounded  by  any  such  inconveniences  or  dangers,  and  is  always  at  its  post 
in  time  of  need.

Experience  has  taught  the  lesson  that  those  afflicted  with  rupture  are  habituated  to 
experimenting  with  every  new  or  old  device  that  is  recommended  for  relieving  their 
distress.  In  too  many  cases  this  constant  change  from  one  system  to  another  results 
in  serious  injury,  or,  at  the  least,  an  aggravation  of  the  disorder.  I  here  are  many  people, 
for  instance,  who  will  wear  nothing  but  the  leather  truss  and  pad,  so  long  as  it  fulfills  a 
temporary  duty.  'Then  they  change  to  the  newest  wonder,  and  after  that  has  worn  out 
their  patience,  something  else  will  be  selected  to  wear.  As  you  will  see  by  examining 
this  catalogue,  I  manufacture  all  the  different  varieties,  and  can  furnish  you  with  the 
leather  truss  at  a  price  that  compares  favorably  with  the  foreign  markets.  1  he  goods 
are  all  carefully  manufactured  and  the  steel  work  incomparable  in  finish,  but  you  will  find 
that  the  use  of  the  spiral  pad  will  give  better  satisfaction  in  every  particular.  Alter  years 
of  experience  in  adjusting  trusses,  I  have  found  that  but  very  rarely  have  my  spiral  pads 
been  replaced,  and  then  only  for  the  reason  which  I  have  stated,  viz.  :  the  singular 
inclination  to  try  everything. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  liberal  favors  you  have  here¬ 
tofore  bestowed,  and  express  the  hope  that  hereafter,  in  my  new  departure,  I  may  receive 
an  increased  patronage.  I  will  endeavor,  so  far  as  lies  in  my  power,  to  promote  the  best 
business  relations  between  us,  and  no  effort  shall  be  spared  in  keeping  my  goods  up  to  a 
standard  of  excellence  never  known  before.
